Tagain feel it my Quty to remind my 
readers thatthe excellent band of the West 
Yorkshire Regimont will not be, like the 
poor, always with us. We have become so 
accustomed to hear tha lovely muusic dis- 
coursed by this excellent bund that I fear 
we shall feel its Joss very keenly whon the 
regiment Ieaves-the Colony. I ventured 
to buguest, some time ago, the formation of 
a Band in.connection with the Volunteers 
and showed how tho ides might be carried 
out, giving details of cost, ete. I under-
